
New Men in Command Who Will Dominate the Senate .Successors ©f Aldlrich,
Falls Heir to Majority Leadershipr\ JOHN EI-FHETH WATKiyS.

¦Washington. D. C. May IS..Your in¬
terest In affairs political will now
turn more and more toward the Re¬
publican Sonate, whose gantlet the
various measures passed by the Demo¬
cratic House of Representatives must
run betöre the President takes his P.nal
whack at them.
. It Is a vastly different Senate from
that which helped frame the Payne-
Aldrlch tariff bill and which adjourned
In the early spring. New loaders arc
In control on both sides. The abdlctcd
powers of those twin rulers. Aldiieh
and Hale, have been divided among
four men. with the result that New
Kngland has lost Its supremacy in the
Chamber. Aldrlch's vast powers have
been divided between Boies Periroso, of
Pennsylvania, who succeeds him as

majority leader and chairman of the
most potent committee of the Senate.)
that on Finance, and Gallinger. of New
Hampshire, who takes the resigned
Rhode Island senator's place at tho
head of the Committee on Commit lees,
which assigns Senators and practically
decides their political future. Like¬
wise, Male's great powers have been
Intrusted to two Senators. Warren suc¬
ceeding him as chairman of the great
Appropriations Committee, which holdi
the Senate purse string of the Treasury,
and Cullom. of Illinois, taking his place
as head of the Republican Steering
Committee, which calls party caucuses
watches proceedings upon the floor,
gives cues and directs legislation gen¬
erally.

Insurgent Succeeds Klkins.
Another radical change of leaders

Blfocts the great Committee on Inter¬
state Commerce, which practically con¬
trols legislation affecting transporta¬
tion companies, trusts and combina¬
tions, questions of overcapitalization
and almost every phase- of tlie great In¬
dustrial controversies now agitating
the country. Here the insurgent chief¬
tain. Moses Clapp, of Minnesota, suc¬
ceeds the late conservative Senator
Klkins. of West Vlrlnlo.

Tou perhaps do not realize the full
power of the Senate committees. Un¬
der the rules of that body, all bills
must first be referred to them before
the Senate may consider them. And
the committee to which a bill is re-
fcrred has the power to amend It In
any manner, substitute another bill
for it. or refuse to report It back to
the Senate at all. In which event it
never reaches the calendar of that
body. Tho chairmen preside at the
committee hearings and meetIngs. and
they lead upon the floor the debäl«
upon the bills reported by their com-
mlttees. As succession to these chair-
nianships is decided in the Senate !»'
the law of seniority of service, tho
chairman, by his superior experience,
Is apt to dominate the majority mem-
hers. And if he Is a man of dominat-
Iiik temperament, like Aldrlch or Main,
his Influence is all the greater.
Such a temperament Is possessed by

Ahlrich's successor. Penrose. the new
majority leader and chairman of the
Committee on Finance. In Pennsyl¬vania it is frankly admitted that he
has even "out-Quuyed Quay" In his
ability to control his parly organiza¬tion. And In the Sen.-.te he has risen
to party leadership over the hald and
silver pates of seven Republican Sen-
otors. who have served anywhere from
two to sixteen years longer In that
body than has he. He Is fifty v'earisold.nineteen years the lunlor of Al¬drlch.

He belongs to one of the proudest

, and oldest- families of Philadelphia,
and traces his pedigree back to Colon¬
ial oftlcittls and revolutionary heroes.
The Biddies, whom the young Prince

of Wales; (later Klug 13d ward' VII.)
heard so much about during his visit
to Philadelphia, that he Inquired who
such an Illustrious family might he,
occupy a conspicuous limb of Penrose'a
family tree. He was born, bred nnd
still lives In aristocratic Spruce Street,
In the Quaker City. And like Hoose-
velt. he rose to be a master politician
In spite of-.the fact that he was reared
on velvet.

Wild liunsevelt at Hurvard.
He war. throe years with Roosevelt

at Harvard, entering as a freshman
when the future President was a sopho¬
more. His father was a' professor of
medicine in the University of Pennsyl¬
vania, and he und his younger brother
Charles were prepared by a private
tutor for Harvard, which they entered
at the ages of fifteen and fourteen. The
two beys were graduated together, and
Charles succeeded his father as pro¬
fessor In Philadelphia, while two still
younger brothers. Richard and Spen¬
cer, also went through Harvard a few
years later, both becoming successful
mining engineers.
That Boles was a born politician was

proven when he was only nineteen.
At that age. through a competitive ex¬amination held ut Harvard, he was
chosen to deliver a commencement ora¬
tion and selected for his topic "Martin
Van Huron us a Politician." And upon
the same day he received honorable
mention for his studios In political
economy.
From Wayne MacVeagh, to whom ho

was now apprenticed to learn the law¬
yer's trade, lie added to his store' of
political knowledge gleaned from the
study of Van Buren's methods, for his
preceptor had been chairman of tho
Republican State Committee, minister
to Turkey and Attorney-General of tho
United States. So. with such a begin¬
ning, it is no great wonder that youngPenrose went to the lower house of
the Legislature when olsnty-four. He
was now a handsome 1'e.jng gaint, tow¬
eling far above the six-foot mark,
with snarp black eyes antl a shock of I
black, curly hair

Succeeded His Grandfather.At twenty-seven he succeeded lo his
;?randfaiher Penrose's old seat in Hit
Stale Senate, which elected him presi¬dent pro tempore when bu was twen¬
ty-nine, ami re-elected him as such
two years laler. And when only thlr-
ty-threo ho became chairman of his
party's State Committee.

It was during these halcyon daysthat a long sack coatvand htgh-erown-ed derby hat, which the young poli-ili'lan. In defiance uf fashion, had ehr-ly adopted, lo conform to his vastheight and breadth, became knownthroughout Pennsylvania as the "Pcu-
rose hat" and "Penrose coal." and the]magic of the name started a local fadfor garments of the same cut. Inthese days penroso was a graceful llg-ure in the saddle and skillful hunterof bfg game.
To an Interesting degree the namesof Penrose and Cameron have beenentwined in the political history ofPennsylvania. By skilful nuinoeuv-rlngs the Senator's grandfather gavePresident Buchanan a jolt in his ownState by causing three Democraticlegislators to insurge ami help his par-)ly elect Simon Cameron to the Sen-

ate at Washington. And after help-lli'g to re-elect the younger Cameron jto the Federal Senate a generation Iluler Penrose the younger succeeded I

When
Quay died, seven years later Penrose
fell heir to that master politician's lead¬
ership over the party organization In
the State. Ami now, after only four¬
teen years' service therein, he be¬
comes Iiis party's leader in the upper
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During his lirst dozen years in Wash-
inglou he was known as the "silent
Senator," and seldom, if ever, arose to
address his colleagues. But during thu
tariff debates he made some reputa-
tlon us a debater, especially as the re¬
sult of some snappy, tilts with l.a K-ol-
lotte; 'luring which bitter personali¬
ties were exchanged.

ers are benedicts.Charles having tak¬
en to wife Miss Katheiine Dresel. Ol
New York, and Spencer, Miss .Julie Mc¬
Millan, of Detroit.Richard and Boles
remain old bachelors.- In later years
the Senator has turned from the gun to
the rod and reel for sport. While In
the East he angles mostly from his
yacht, but at times travels as far West

Probably no man In the Senate to-day!

has had a career more strenuous than!
thai of Rale's successor as chairman
of Appropriations.Warrtn. of Wyom¬
ing, who Is another giant of the six-
foot class. He Is ft Massachusetts Yan¬
kee by birth and is nearlng his sixty-
seventh birthday, but does not look
above fifty. When a lad of eighteen
he enlisted as a private !r. the Mas¬
sachusetts Infantry and fought with
his company until It was mustered
out of service.

A Medal of Honor Man.
He Is the only man In the Senate

who can boast of a" "medal of h,ynor."
and this prized military decoration
was v. on in the manner, while he was
still eighteen:

In the spring of '63 the Confederates
were strongly fortified at Port Hud¬
son, on tile Mississippi, above Raton
Rouge. The combined forces of Sher¬
man. Augur and Banks, assisted by
Farragut, stormed the port in vain, and
dually a desperate attempt was made
to charge it by a small body of men
from Weitzel's brigade.
Volunteers were called for, and War¬

ren was one of fifty to offer his life
for the forlorn hope.
When the little bnnd marched up

a hill, from which they were to charge
the enemy's "ranks, they had little hope
of returning alive, hut they pushed
on as their comrades looked after them
with shaking heads.
The charge was over three-quarter:;

of a mile of open country, directly
within the fierce (ire of the enemy, and
as the brave volunteers rushed toward
the. breastworks which they were ord¬
ered to climb slut and shell mowed
them down like blades of grass In the
path of a scythe. For their bravery in
keeping on while their comrades were
falling on all sides,. and although the
assault ultimately failed. Warren and
three other privates were recommend¬
ed tr. the War Department for the- re¬
ward which was forthcoming.

The Lure of thu Went Seised Hltti.
Having given such a good account

of himself, the young soldier was made
a captain of militia upon-his return to
Massachusetts, where he fjrmed for
three years. Then the lure of the
West seized him, and taking Horace
Oreeley's advice, he started out us n
pioneer, sloping In Wyoming, then a
part of Dakota Territory.tie wan twenty-four when he reached
ilie great cattle country, and after
sharing in all of the hardships and
thrills of its rugged and picturesque
life he won Iiis ranch, got into politics
and became a leader of men. Ho soon
got to the territorial legislature, and
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while still in his twenties was elected
president of its council.

Cheyetine grew up about him and
made him city trustee, councilman arid
major, which office he resigned to be¬
come governor of the Territory when
forty-one. Then came statehood, and
he was elected first governor of tKc
Independent Commonwealth, which of¬
fice he had held but two months when
he- was sent to the Senate, where he
lias served for nearly twenty-one
years.

Indeed, this is the day of the six-
footer in the Senate, to which clas? also
belongs the insurgent. Moses Clapp,
the opulent Elkins's successor as chair¬
man of the important Interstate Com¬
merce Committee, which, as pointed
out. will have such potent influence In
reshaping government policies affecting
railroads and Interstate, corporations.

Clapp is great of girth as well as of
shoulder, spine and limb, and weighs
more than any other man in the Sen¬
ate. He attributes his vigorous health
at sixty to the fact that, like Senator
Works, of California, he is a Christian
Scientist, in which sect lie Is so en¬
thusiastic a member as to occasionally
rise In their Washington church to
give testimonials of the benetlt which
he has derived from the faith.

Like Warren, he wears a long mus¬
tache, but spurns Spectacles, which
Warren customarily wears.

Like his brother in the faith.Works
.Clapp was a Hoosler by hlrth, but
went West, stopping first at Wisconsin.

Here he clerked In a grocery, taught
school for a few terms and then shlp-
pod. as cabin boy on a grain ship that
sailed up and down the. Mississippi,
stopping at his home town of Hud¬
son, Wis., and it was in these days,
because he was so tall and dark, both
as to complexion and hair, that the
Indians dubbed him "The Black Kagle."
a sobriquet which has played no small
part In his political campaigns.

Lul after tile "Black Eagle" had
flown wild during these years, his
father, determining to tame him. pack¬
ed him off to the Wisconsin Law
School, after graduating from which
Institution, at twenty-two. he return¬
ed home to Hudson to win his first
lawsuit, which netted him $2.

After practicing here, for eight years
he took his young wife to western
Minnesota, got Into politics, made
speeches and got acquainted with his
new neighbors, who helped elect him
attorney-seneral of the State.

Knot Tlinl Shaped Hin Career.
A fact that helped mightily to shape

the young man's future career was
that Minnesota, one of the first States
to attempt the regulation of freight
rates, was largely engaged in litiga¬
tion against railways while he was
attorney-general, and such was his re¬
cord In these prosecutions that for
another half dozen vears he was re¬
tained as counsel for the railroad and
warehouse commission, having "the re¬
gulation In charge. This work ne¬
cessitated his removal to St. Paul, and
while he was engaged therein the Re¬
publicans nominated him for governor,
hut failed to ele-u him. He was suc¬

cessful, however, when, five years later
.or in 1001.they ran him for the
Senate.

lie Is one of the hard-shell Insur¬
gents or "progressives" of that body.
The Sunday upon which this article Is
published will be his sixtieth birth¬
day.
While Gallingei and Cullom. who

succeed to Aldrlch and Hale's iisspec-
tlve powers as chairman of the Steer¬
ing Committee and the Committee on

Committees, you arc doubtless better
acquainted, since they are old vet¬
erans of the Senate. Cullom first en-'
tered the House firty-slx years ago
and came to the Senate In 'S3, while
Gallinger entered the lower body twen¬
ty-six years ago and the upper In '91.
Both are big men in body as well as

brain, and Cullom Is now In his elgh-
ty'-thlrd, wlille. Galllnger is In his sev-

only-fifth .year, though the latter's
elasticity of step, vigor of speech and
general activity would, in s»lte of his

baldness, pronounce him to be a score
of years younger than bo really 13.
Mo Is a Canadian by birth and be¬

fore coming to Congress was a home¬
opathic doctor up lu Concord.
